Campus Disorders — What's The Answer?, 

According to the dlcUonaiy, tEe word "campus" orl^ally . 
nieant: "An open space or field, as for martial exercises." 
There is still more truth to that^tm most people find com- 
fortable.' ■ ..... 

"What has happened on some of the- campuses throughout 
the nation is obviously not good, ^e campus must be a. 
place where the mental processes prevail, not threats or 
violence. No responsible person can defend some of the 
excesses which have marked a few campuses. .. 

But before we panic, several things should be kept in 
mind: . 

1. The huge majority of students are acting. responsibly. 
This is' true even q£ the moat highly publicized'campus. in 
-the nation, San Francisco State. Too many people are draw- 
ing conclusions from headlines that the whole student popu- 
lation of the nation has gone berserk. 

2. plfificulties on campus are not iiew. When I went to 
-college there was _ occasional violence. with students of. ;ft , 

rival college after a f botbaU game. Five years ago there was . 
a rash of panty raids on caitapuses. " . 

In 1823, Thomas Jefferson -wrote about the University of 
■Virginia: "The insubordination of our yoiith Is now the. 
greatest obstacle to their education." * * 

3. While there have been exceptions, generally college 
administrators in Illinois havp handled the silqotion cffec- 
-lively. At Southern Illinois Unversity, for example, students 
■who broke into the president's olHce were promptly expelled 
and prosecuted. - . , • 

There are reasons for hope even in the most dtflicult 
situations. One factor which I believe will moderate the 
total situation will be the end of the Vietnam War, which 
hopefully is not too far off. 

Two years ago I wrote> a paper for the Illinois Slate 
~BiBtoricalSocielyoirrlots in Illinois history. In ddlng.lt,i_ 
came across factual support for an often statedbut seldom 
ana1y;Eed concept; When there Is violence abroiad, th^re is a 
tendency toward violence at home, . ' ;, 

Almost all of the major domestic disturbances In the 
United States during the first half of this century occurred 
around the years of World Wars I and II. 

The second sign of hope in all of this is that the U. S. 
kludents'today. are much more concerned about the needs 
of society than they were when I went to college. 

X vividly recall picking up the morning newspaper In my 

dormitory at Dana College in Nebraska and reading about 

the Communist take-over of Czechoslovakia. I rushed over 

to the college canteen to talk to someone alBout this tragedy 

— o^and literally no one was interested. 

That would no-longer be true on any college campus. 

We should view the headlines we read with a little bal- 
ance, not defending irresponsible conduct, but not giving up 
' on the nation's youni; people. 

The answers to the campus problems must be largely 
given hy college administrators, and in no case should there 
be has^ answers written by lawmakers In an emotionally 
charged atmosphere.

2: Tlic largest supplier of tim- 
ber to manufacturcrsr is the fed- 
eral government, which sells hun- 
dreds of times more logs than 
any private grower. The federal 
government, therefore, is the. log 
price setter and incidentally bene- 
fits more than anyone else in ris- 
ing timber prices. 

Sixty-five per cent of the na- 
tion's softwood saw-timber vol- 
ume Is on government owned 
lands and 54% of this total is 
in national forests. Nine million 
acres of western timbcrland has 
been withdrawn for "wilderness 
only" use and 5 million more 
acres; arc schcdulcfl for possible 
withdrawal by 1974. Experts 
prwlict a gap of 5 billion between 
the current level of log prdduc-* 
lion and projected demand tn 
1972., 

~3.~ The extreme weather <jondl-" 
tlons of late December, January 
and February have meant that 
several weeks of productoin have 
been lost.

Data before the School Prob- 
lems Commission shows that 
many districts, during the past 
few years, had to transfer Edu- 
cational Fund moneys to the 
Transportation Fund to maintain 
its solvency. In most districts, 
these moneys arc needed to fi- 
nance the educational programs. 
A breakdown of the 1967 Trans- 
portation Fund ta.\ rates shox^s 
that 513 districts had a tax rate 
extended of less than 8c per $100 . 
of properly 'valuation7 740111 stficts" 
had a rate of 8c extended, and 55 
districts had a rate greater than 
flc. 

Under the proposed foirmula 
the State will pay the cost of. 
transporting eligible pupils less 
the assessed valuation of a school 
district times a qualifying rate 
-<thc qualilying rate in elemen- 
tary districts is 5c; in high school 
districts, 3c; and in unit districts, 
7c). However, the maximum 
amount any district may be reim- 
bursed for transportatoin of eligi- 
ble pupils is 4/5 of the cost, and 
the minimum amount to be re- 
ceived by a district is $10 times 
the . number of eligible pupils 
transported. 

Information presented to the 
School Problems Commission re- 
vealed that a great majority of 
the districts would levy less prop- 
erty taxes than they prcvscnlly 
do under the new formula, but a 
few would, have to levy niorc 
than they currently levy and 
these latter districts could levy 
up to 12c per $100 of valuation. 
Sludcjits transported must live 
Vk miles or more from school to 
receive State reimbursement. 

Other features of the proposal 
arc: <1) Reduces the deficit trans- 
fer from the Educational Fund 
to the Transportation Fund; (2) 
Removes a barrier to district re- 
organization; (3) Bases reim- 
bursement on an equalization 
concept; (4* Places maximum 
regular transportation reimburse- 
ment on the same level of support 
as special and vocational educa- 
tion; (5) Increases State support 
for transportation to a higher 
level; and (6) Replaces an out- 
moded formula. 

If approved by the 76th lllino'is 
General 'Assembly, the new for- 
mula will cost the State approxi- 
mately $7 million more a year 
and will raise". the Slate's contri- 
bution from 30% to 50% of the 
total cost for transportation of
